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X. Introduction 



With the Nokia Wireless GPS Module, you can cleterrrineyour current position 
and di recti on easi I y. The GPS modul e i s a battery- operated devi ce that uses 
Bl uetooth wi rel ess technol ogy to corrrruni cate posi ti oni ng i nf ormati on to 
compatible mobi I e phones, PCs, PCAs, and other devices.

■ Global Positioning System 

TheGlobal Positioning System (GPS) isa worldwidesatellite- based radio 
navi gati on system 

AGPSterrrinal can calculate its location to an accuracy of 25 meters. The 
accuracy depends on the number of satel I i tes, the si gnal s of whi ch the GPS 
module receives Inoptimal conditions, the accuracy may be withinafew meters. 

The antenna of the GPS modul e i s I ocated under the Noki a I ogo, and it shoul d face 
upwards Some car wi ndshi el ds and wi ndows may contai n metal , whi ch may bl ock 
or weaken the satel I i te si gnal s 

If you standstill, GPS cannot detect which wayyou are facing, because it 
deterrri nes your di recti on on the basi s of your moverrent.

Charge the battery 

1. Plug the charger into its connector on theGPS module See GPS module parts 
on page 7. 

2. Connect the charger to a power outl et. Dun ng chargi ng, the green or red 

i ndi cator I i ght bl i nks, dependi ng on whether the GPS modul e i s on (green) or 
off (red). 

3. When the battery i s f ul I y charged and the power i s on, the green I i ght i s 

di spl ayed conti nuously. When the battery i s f ul ly charged and the power i s off, 
the red I i ght stops blinki ng. D sconnect the charger from the power outl et and 
the GPS module 

When the battery i s runni ng out of power, the red i ndi cator I i ght on the GPS 
modul e starts bl i nki ng every 15 seconds. Recharge the battery. 
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■ Protective case 

Place the GPS module in the protective case with the Nokia logo facing upwards. 
Triis helps protect the GPS module from accidental knocks, dust, and splashes of 
water.

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4. Battery irfortrEtion 



Your Noki a Wi re! ess GPS Modul e i s powered by a rechargeabl e battery. Trie f ul I 
performance of a new battery i s achi eved only after two or three corrpl ete charge 
and di scharge cycl es. Trie battery can be charged and di scharged hundreds of 
times, but it will eventually wear out. When the talk and standby times are 
noticeably shorter than normal, buy a new battery. Use only Nokia approved 
batteries, and recharge batteries only with Noki a approved chargers designated 
for this. 

Unplug the charger framthe electrical plug and the device when not in use. Do 
not I eave the battery connected to a charger. Overcharging may shorten its 
lifetime. If left unused, a fully charged battery will lose its charge over time 
Temperature extremes can affect the abi I ity of your battery to charge. 

Use the battery onlyf or its intended purpose Never use any charger or battery 
that is damaged. 

Do not short- ci rcuit the battery. Accidental short- ci rcuiti ng can occur when a 
metallic object, such as a coin, a clip or a pen, causes direct connection of the 
positive (+) and negative (- ) terrri nals of the battery (these look like metal stri ps 
on the battery). This might happen, for example, when you carry a spare battery in 
your pocket or purse Short- circuiting the terrri nals may damage the battery or 
the connecti ng obj ect. 

Leavi ng the battery i n hot or col d pi aces, such as i n a cl osed car i n surrrrer or 
wi nter conditions, wi 1 1 reduce the capacity and I if eti rre of the battery.
